Memorandum regauting the probable amount of monsoon 
rainfall in 1968 

New Delhi, the 10th June 1963 

Picvious weather conditions over certain parts of the 
world enable us to form an estimate, within, somewhat 
wide limits, of the monsoon rainfall of India during the 
period June to September. These predictions aim to pass 
a statistical test of 80 per cent success, in other words aim 
at being correct four times out of five on the average over 
a long seiies of years. 

The data used aie given in section 2 below; these are follow- 
ed by notes on the relevant inferences that may be drawn 
ftom them. 

2. Data

3. Influences from the infatuation

Of these 
factors. Calcutta jupper winds. Equatorial pressure. South 
Rhodesia rain and South American pressure are all very 
favourable while Gwalior upper winds arc indifferent. The 
statistical analysis indicates that there is a four to one 
chance that the monsoon rainfall in Northeast India during 
June to September 1968 will lie above 115 per cent of the 
normal rainfall. 

4. Summary of Forecast 

The monsoon rainfall during June to September 1968 is 
likely to be normal in the Peninsula and in slight excess in 
Northwest India.
